Toronto, Nov. 2*.—Watch and 
clockmakers who are organized in 
Toronto have advised employers in 
the city that unless the latter accede 
to the request of the union for a 
fcrty-four-hotir week for a minimum 
wage of 125 for apprentices of three 
years’ standing and $45 for fully 
qualified workers, a strike will be 
called for December 1.

Long Standing Effort to Have

Washington, Nov. 28.—Seizure of bituminous coal mines where 
the owners do not show a disposition to co-operate in increasing 
production and use of troops to protect all miners who desire to 
work have been decided upon by the Government in an effort to 
end the bituminous coal strike, it was said to-day officially. 

In mines seised by the Government the fourteen per cent, wage 
advance agreed upon by the Cabinet will be pnt into immediate 
effect. 

These plans of the Government were agreed upon by the Cabi¬ 
net last Wednesday, officials said, so as to meet the situation re¬ 
sulting from a refusal of the operators or miners, or both, to agree 
to the Government’s wage increase,proposal. Cabinet officers ex- 

i pected many mine owners to put In¬ 
to effect voluntarily the fourteen 
per cent wage Increase. Whether 
the mines of those refusing to do so 
would be seized was not made clear, 
but It was said that with no general 
plan for Government control, each 
individual case would be decided on 
ita merits. 

Mines taken ever by the Govern¬ 
ment will be operated by the Fuel 
Administration, but details as to 
compensation to the owners wars not 
disclosed.

Is Said to have been inspired 
by the fear that Turkey may be 
plunged Into anarchy and have no 
responsible Government left to treat 
with the Allies.- At the same time 
the Grand Vizier is urging country 
districts to hurry arrangements for 
elections so . that a Parliament may 
meet here and be ready to discuss 
the terms of peace. 

Out of Control. 

At present the interior of the coun¬ 
try is not controlled by the Govern¬ 
ment, which cannot collect taxes 
and has no funds. This financial 
situation. It Is pointed out. is liable 
to throw the country Into the hands 
of any other nation which may make 
it a loan. The Turks a are preparing 
to make an effort to excite interest 
In the United 8 tates for a mandate 
over this country and plan to send 
publicists to ths United States for 
that purpose.

Mr. Simmons was unable 
to raise a hand to stay the awful 
proceedings, which were transacted 
In a very few seconds. 

Morgan made sure that both lives 
were sacrificed. His aim was care¬ 
ful and accurate. His first shot 
struck Mrs. Simmons in the mouth, 
knocking out three teeth and lodging 
in the throat.* Motgun followed the 
effect of the shot and evidently be¬ 
lieved that the wound would not be 
fatal. Raising his film slightly he 
fired again. This bullet entered Just 
above the right eye and penetrated 
the brain. The screrfms of Mrs. Sim¬ 
mons ceased, and she fell 80 the 
floor. On realising that the second 
shot had ended her life, Morgan Im¬ 
mediately turned the weapon upon 
himself. His hand was steady and 
he must have been in complete con¬ 
trol of himself as the bullet with 
which he ended his own life went 
through his right temple and caused 
instant death.

Vancouver, Nov. 28.—How German- 
made cyanide was forever displaced 
from the Canadian and American 
market by the Canadian product was 
explained to the Canadian Mining 
Institute in convention here yester¬ 
day afternoon by Horatfe Freeman, 
discoverer of the new formula, and 
a resident of this city. 

With the hope of producing a 
cheaper grade, Mr. Freeman com¬ 
menced his researches six years ago, 
making before the war a special study 
of the German product sodium- 
cyanide.

Nov. 28.—The Inter-Allied Commis¬ 
sion has stopped hostilities between 
the Lithuanians and the Germans 
und Russians, and has directed the 
combatants to retire to the demarca¬ 
tion line of October 30, according to 
advices to the Lithuanian Press 
Bureau from Kovno. 

The advices add that the Lithuan¬ 
ians acceded to this decision only on 
condition that the German Govern- 
meht would agrre to surrender all 
German and Russian war material in 
the Baltic battle area to the Lithuan¬ 
ians. 

Kvacucatlon of the occupied dis¬ 
tricts , it is said, will be effected un¬ 
der Lithuanian control while the Lith¬ 
uanians will suspend their offensive 
and guarantee the German and Rus¬ 
sian army free transportation to Ger¬ 
many. The Inter-Allied Commission 
will superintend fulfillment of the 
conditions.

Soon after it became apparent that one of the 
certainties of war would be a returned soldier 
problem a nnmber of projects were submitted to 
the Dominion Government leading to the settle¬ 
ment of soldiers on the land on co-operative-lines. 
It was not until the Empress of Asia community 
plan materialized early this year that serious re¬ 
gard was paid to the proposed innovation. The 
Federal authorities frowned on it from the out¬ 
set and the Hon. Arthur Meighen pronounced it 
as economically unsound in principle. Merville 
and Creston, the two soldier settlements estab¬ 
lished by the Provincial Government, however, 
show- prospects of complete success. 

A Kamloops dispatch to The Vancouver Daily 
Province now announces a farther step towards 
community settlement, this time sponsored by the 
Dominion Government. It is stated that 80,000 
disabled imperial veterans, many of whom are 
suffering from chest and lnng trouble, are.to be 
established in British Columbia by an extensive 
programme to be carried ont by the Department 
of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment. The Indian 
Reserve at Kamloops is to be taken over by the 
Department and utilized as the centre for a gi¬ 
gantic soldier colonization scheme. 

The reserve in question comprises some of the 
finest land to be found in the interior. It is' 
hemmed in by the North and South Thompson 
Rivers, adjacent to an elaborate irrigation sys¬ 
tem, within a stone’s throw of the C. N. R. and 
C. P. R., and generally possesses much to aid the 
plali. Moreoyer, in addition to its physical adapt¬ 
ability there is, perhaps, no climate ia the world 
better suited to assist the tubereular (abject to 
complete recovery. 

The proposal, as far as Kamloops Is concerned, 
has had many warm advocates for more than three 
years, wnd development of the details will be 
watched with considerable interest. Only by con¬ 
certed effort will it be possible to obtain for Brit¬ 
ish Columbia the population in which she stands 
in need.

Her interest in political affairs by no means 
dates from the time of her nomination. And if 
she has been successful in getting more laughs out 
of an election campaign than the hardened politi¬ 
cian thought possible, it is because her compre¬ 
hension of present day conditions permits relief 
to percolate to some of life’s sordidness through 
the agency of well-timed humor. 

■ Lady Astor’s majority over her Labor and Lib¬ 
eral opponents combined reaches 1,064, in itself 
sufficient evidence of Plymouth’s belief in a 
woman member of Parliament to satisfy the most 
•ardent opponent of woman’s suffrage. The ver¬ 
dict, too, will doubtless hearten the women of 
Britain to a point where the general election of 
the future will take on new significance. Ten 
years ago, for instance, the day when a woman 
would take her seat in the British House of 
Commons was regarded as remote indeed—a pos¬ 
sible future contingency against which the full 
weight of political usage would have to guard. 
Parliamentary tradition instinctively rebelled at 
the prospect of the petticoat legislator. It ad- 
vanccd its objections through all its agencies. 
Every unconstitutional demonstration which led 
the suffrage protagonists in battle array to West¬ 
minster was seized upon by “the defenders of the 
rights and privilegea of the people’’ to weaken 
the woman’s cause. 

Never for one moment, however, did the 
women of Britain lose heart. Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst and her band of nnconqnered cru¬ 
saders employed intelligence and energy in addi¬ 
tion to other processes which, at various periods 
d{ the campaign, had the effect of alienating 
public sympathy to a very considerable extent. 
Bnt when war broke out the women of the coun¬ 
try transferred their militancy and threw the 
whole weight of a perfect organization into the 
nation’s defences. How magnificent a part the 
women of Britain played during four and a half 
of national angnish no historian may ever 
tali A grateful country, however, brushed away 
its traditional prejudices and demonstrated its 
recognition of service well and truly performed 
oy accepting its womanhood on equal footing with 
its menfolk. 

Lady Astor’s entrance to the House of Com¬ 
mons, therefore, marks the dawn of a new era in 
British parliamentary life whose effect on the 
rountry’s political evolution offers vast pos- 
(ibilities.

We know that there 
i» no lack of money In the city. The

We have watched with 
interest and pleasure during the last 
few years the growth of several of 
these Industries, from very small be¬ 
ginnings to establishments of consid¬ 
erable importance.

TAKING TEMPERATURE 
OF AIR IN MACHINE 


Thermometer Dropped as 
Pathfinder No. 2 Rose to 
Higher Altitudes 


On all future flights made by the 
Pathfinder, a thermometer will be 
carried in 1 the machine for the pur¬ 
pose of ascertaining the temperature 
of the air at the different 1,000-foot 
levels reached by the machine. This 
work is being done for F. Napier 
Denison, of the Dominion Meteorolo¬ 
gical Service. 

The results of a test taken In 
Pathfinder 2 on Monday last prove 
of interest. They are as follows: 
Ground temperature, 64 degrees; 1,000 
feet, 55 degrees; 2,000 feet, 53 % de- 
gfrees; 2,000 feet, &1 degrees; 4,000 
feet, 47 degrees, and 5,000 feet, 42 de¬ 
grees. 

Mr. Denison explains that one de¬ 
gree higher at 1,000 feet than on the 
ground may be due to local surface 
heat. The results from time to time 
will, no doubt, prove most interesting.

That the menace of Bolshevism which is insidiously spreading 
ita tentacles throughout the civilized world is the second part- of 
the German offensive and as such had ita origin in Germany, was 
the opinion voiced by Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst. the famous Eng¬ 
lish suffragette, in the course of an inspiring address oil “Class Co¬ 
operation versus Class War.” last night. The lecture was given 
under the auspices of the Women’s Canadian Club to an audience 
which filled the Royal Victoria Theatre, and the frequent outbursts 
of applause gave evidence of the general agreement with the 
speaker’s observations. To her address Mrs. Pankhurst brought 
alMhe oratorical fire and enthusiasm 
which she gained the admira¬ 
tion of both supporter and opponent 
during her long and strenuous cam¬ 
paign for women's suffrage. Her 
vivid personality and brilliant gifts 
make her an outstanding figure on 
the public platform and give weight 
to her arguments and the gospel of 
Imperialism could have no better 
disciple than this clever woman. 

I Founded by Carl Marx 
In opening her address Mrs. Pank¬ 
hurst deprecated the growing fashion 
to decry the Empire and Imperialism. 

"We must believe In the greatness and 
the potential greatness of the British 
Empire und In its duty and respon¬ 
sibility to the rest of the world, not 
from any desire to magnify It at the 
expense of other nations. Out of that 
belief only can We hope to counter¬ 
act that pernicious, insidious move¬ 
ment which came from Germany and 
which we to-day call Bolshevism." 

Class war, In its class form, was not 
very old, averred the speaker. *True, 
there had always been friction be¬ 
tween employer and employee, but 
the seeds of class war were sown 
when Carl Marx came to England and

Iginators was shown in the strikes 
which marked the industrial world 
of England during the war, declared 
Mrs. Pankhurst. She and a small 
band of women had made It their 
duty to institute a campaign to com¬ 
bat the seeds of unrest which were 
being sown by tjie agitators. Every¬ 
where In the troubled areas in the 
coal mining districts of England and 
Wales, they had come across little 
groups of men of foreign birth, often 
speaking with a strong German ac¬ 
cent and calling Htyemselves Russian 
or natives of some other Allied coun¬ 
try. These little groups formed the 
plague spots in the community, and 
from them started the sporadic 
strikes which fortunately never suc¬ 
ceeded. 

"Aristocratic" Labor Unions. 

Declaring that the women who had 
been working in the munitions had 
by their loyalty prevented many a 
potential strike, Mrs. Pankhurst

scored the labor unions In Britain 
for their attitude towards women. 
“Despite all their talk of equality for 
all workers, the labor unions have 
never admitted women to their un¬ 
ions on terms of equality. When th^y 
consented to ‘dilutin' of labor they 
consented only for the duration of 
the war. As soon as hostilities 
ceased they told the women Qiey 
would have to go, not in the inter¬ 
ests of the returned SbWlers, mark 
you. but so that pre-war conditions 
might be restored. ... To suit 
that most exclusive and arlstro- 
cratic trade union, engineering (und 
I use. the adjectives advisedly!) it 
was decided that women should not 
be permitted to work as engineers. 
The labor unions, in order to propit¬ 
iate the women und sure of their 
vrtes. worked towards the securing 
of a bill to enable women to sit In 
the Ifmise of Commons and the House 
of Lords, but they would not 
admit them to the aristocracy of the 
so-called 'skilled trades.’" 

Dealing with the evolution and de¬ 
velopment of the labor movement 
during the war. Mrs. Pankhurst de¬ 
clared that the Trades Union move¬ 
ment had changed Its policy entirely. 
Formerly It worked to secure better 
working conditions, shorted hours 
und higher wages; now K had become 
a political machine—a means of get¬ 
ting by force what It could not get 
through the ballot box. While the 
real laboring men had enlisted and 
gone Into the trenches, another class 
of men had Joined the trade unions 
and Insidiously worked themselves 
Into the higher offices and secure 
their nomination as delegates to the 
International conferences. “They are 
working to bring about the dtate of 
affairs which now exists in Russia. 
That will be the ultimate end. We 
have to face the prospect of going 
thrugh another period of class rule— 
of class domination by those who in 
the past have had fewer opportuni¬ 
ties of learning and training, and 
have been actuated by the lower 
Ideals of life.” - 

Labor's Destructive Policy. 

“I should disapprove of these peo¬ 
ple’s success even if they possessed 
the qualifications for government, 
which they do not." was Mrs. Pank- 
hurat's indictment of the labor 
unions. In extenuation of her stand, 
she cited a case, coming within her 
I own knowledge, to show that the la¬ 


bor leaders, who were the bitterest 
critics of the Government, refused to 
accept any responsibility. “At one 
time during the war. when England 
was literally at the verge of starva¬ 
tion (and the labor leaders knew of 
this condition of affairs), they chose 
this most critical time to start a cam¬ 
paign of bitter criticism against the 
Government op the food question, 
inciting the working clusaew to Strike 
and causing rioting by their agita¬ 
tion. To combat this the Government 
promptly created the office of Food 
Controller and offered the post to 
Robert Smillie. the miners' leader 
and the most hitter of the many 
critics of the Government. But he. 
refused, preferring to shelve the re-

“Carl Marx,” said Mrs. Pank¬ 
hurst, "was the cuckoo In the Inter¬ 
national neat. He threw out the de¬ 
cent men and decent principles and 
infused the organization with his 
own bitterness and destructiveness." 
The aims of Marx and his followers 
to bring the world under the domina¬ 
tion of the German workingman were 
revealed In his correspondence with a 
fellow conspirator named Engles. I 
wish this correspondence could be 
translated and placed in the hands of 
every labor union throughout the 
English-speaking world. It would 
open the eyes of the mild—not the 
extremists who iye convinced that 
their ideus are right—but of the men 
who have not taken any definite 
stand.” 

The Women*! Hope* 

The waiving of class distinctions 
during the wAr when peers fought 
beside farm laborers in the trenches, 
while duchesses and charwomen 
scrubbed hospital floor* together, had 
suggested that out of the chaos 
would come a new democracy. “The 
women were working towards this 
better understanding thinking that 
they would be able to set to work to 
reconstruct the national life on a bet¬ 
ter basis than ever before. But the 
cessation of hostilities awoke them 
to the realisation that their hopes 
were in danger. They found in their 
midst the hydra-headed monstor, the 
insidious and dangerous movement 
which threatens to destroy oub civil¬ 
ization.” continued the epeaker. 

Of German Origin. 

“My opinion is that this world¬ 
wide class war is part of the Ger¬ 
man offensive; that she prepared for 
this years ago, not depending entire¬ 
ly upon her military forces to sub¬ 
jugate the world, but preparing to 
assault the national life of the Brit¬ 
ish Empire and her Allies."

passing In and out of the Htraits of 
Juan de Fuca.'In relation to the whole 
Imperial frontier on tha Pacific, Van¬ 
couver Island la the most important 
of all British possessions In this 
greatest of oceans.

MI8DIRECTED CONCENTRATION. 


Montreal. Nov. 28 .—The advantages 
j of the Canadian banking system 
have perhaps never been more strik¬ 
ingly shown than by the way Can¬ 
adian banka quickly met the unpre¬ 
cedented situation arising out of the 
war and the manner in which they 
are now helping the country In tho 
difficult period of reconstruction. 

The annual statement of the Bank 
of Montreal for the -fiscal year to 
I October 31st Is the first report to be 
issued for a full year since the arm¬ 
istice. 6n this account It contains 
many changes of special Government 
undertakings of the war period and 
a marked expansion In the general 
business of the country. 

Big Gain in Deposits. 

During the past few years there 
has evidently been a record Increase 
In the number of depositors and 
business accounts in banks, and 
there are many indications that this 
growth will, within a short time, re¬ 
sult in the total business of the 
banks even passing the large totals 
touched during the war period. 

Among the outstanding features of 
the statement now going forward to 
Bank of Montreal shareholders Is tho j 
Increase In current loans and dis¬ 
counts In Canada, and the continued 
large increase in Interest-bearing de¬ 
posits. These would seem to Indi¬ 
cate that the Canadian people arc-! 
steadily adding to their savings. In 
the last six months of the year the 
gain in savings deposits amounted to! 
s-pproximately 944,000.000. 

An analysis of the general state-! 
ment of assets and liabilities shows | 
that the Bank is in an excellent poal- j 
tlon to help the country through the 
period when the whole world has to 
meet so many unforeseen financial 
problems. With the adjustment of 
accounts following the war period, 
there Is, of necessity, a decrease In 
total assets, as compared with a year 
ago. but a marked gain la reported, 
as compared with the first six 
months of the present fiscal year. 
Total assets now stand at 9543.304,- 
809. compared with 86o8.4l8.646. at 
the end of 1918, and with 9489,271.197 
on April 30th last. As usual, the 
Bank has consistently maintained a 
very strong liquid position.

year ago, and Call and Short Loans 
in Great Britain and United States, 
which now amount to 978,255.625. as 
against 997.029,549 at the end of last 
year. At the same time there has 
been an Increase in the holdings of 
Dominion and Provincial Govern¬ 
ment securities to 962.984,255. as 
compared with 946,876,686 a year 
ago, reflecting the assistance the 
Bank has given the Government.

SHOE DEALERS SAY 
"RORT LIMIT WOULD 
HOSE THEIR STORES 

One-third Allowed on Cost 
Price Is Less Than Busi- ' 
ness Expenses 


If the order of the Board of Com¬ 
merce limiting retail shoe dealers to 
a profit of thirty-three and one-third 
per cent, is to be enforced on the cost 
Price to them of the shoes, dealers 
will have to close their doors and go 
out of business, local members of the 
trade said to-day. They declare that 
the retail shoe business cannot be 
conducted on such a margin. 

The dealers say that they might 
temporarily by bringing up to date 
the prices of shoes which they have 
had in stock for some time and which : 
werp purchased in the spring at forty 
to sixty per cent, below present 
prices. 

The order of the board, the dealers 
point out, is indefinite, os it does not 
make clear whether the profit is to 
be figured on the cost price or the 
selling price. If the profit Is figured 
on the selling price, it Is fair, they 
state. 

On a pair of shoes bought whole¬ 
sale* for 610.00 and sold for $15.00, 
the profit on the cost price would be 
fifty per cent., but only one-third If 
figured on the selling price. If the 
profit of one-third were based on the 
cost price, the shops would have to 
be sold for $13.00, giving a profit of 
$1.00, on which the dealers say t^ey 
cannot do business. 

The dealers explain that wages of 


clerks have been nearly, doubled, shop 
rents havs gone up and costs of all 
store supplies have soared. The ac¬ 
tual cost of doing business in most 
stores is now up to forty per cent, 
and a limitation of profits to thirty- 
three and one-thtrd per cent, on the 
cost price would mean a loss of about 
seven per cent in doing business. 

Firing this problem, Victoria mer¬ 
chants are considering taking action 
to impress on Ottawa the stats of 
affairs. Action has already been tak¬ 
en by Vancouver shoe men. 

Just now the dealers are hesitating 
over their next springs orders from 
the wholesalers. They say they will 
have to cancel these orders If the 
Board of Commerce informs them 
that they will be allowed only one- 
third profit on the cost price. .

“Me allee same BJitish soldier, we want glatuity,” is the^ense 
of the discordant note’of the Chinese “Bolsheviks” which has had 
a tendency to ruffle the feelings of the military authorities and 
otherwise disturb the peaceful serenity of the cataap at William 
Head. 

For several weeks past this small contingent of “ Bolshies’ * 

have been clamoring In Interpreta¬ 
tive tongue for the adjustment of 
what they claimed to be a rightful 
grievance. 

Were From Russia. 

Hailing from Russia, where they 
had seen military service against the 
Bolsheviks, rescued by the British 
and later enlisted in a corps desig¬ 
nated as the British Slovak Legion, 
this small band of militant Chinese 
were repatriated through Russia and 
sent across the Atlantic among the 
first batch of coolies forming the 
Chinese Labor Corps. Apparently i 
satisfied with the climatic conditions 
here the Chinese soldiers decided that 
the William Head camp was a good 
place to sojourn In pending the set¬ 
tlement of their claims. 

They stood by their guns and de¬ 
clined to embark. The downward 
trend of the exchange on the Russian 
rouble, on the basis of which they 
were to be paid for their services, 
appears to be one of the chief diffi¬ 
culties encountered. The Oriental

It is predicted in transportation 
circles that with the return of the 
United States railroads to private 
ownershiup that the various Ameri¬ 
can lines formerly having affiliations 
on this side of the border will re¬ 
open offices In Canada. 

The United States railroads, it Is 
said, will be released from Govern¬ 
ment control by the first of the year, 
and there are already indications that 
several American lines propose to re¬ 
establish business Interests In this 
country on the pre-war basis. 

It is confidently anticipated that 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway and the Northern Pacific 
Railway will re-open offices In Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver more adequately 
to take care of the Western Canadian 
business feeding their lines. 

Where the United States Govern¬ 
ment took over the American rail¬ 
roads as a war measure the Chicago. 
Molwaukee & St. Paul and the North¬ 
ern Pacific closed down their offices 
In Victoria and other lines having of¬ 
fices In other parts of the Dominion 
followed suit, as the United State* 
Government at that time discouraged 
passenger travel in order to increase 
the rolling stock and clear-the right- 
of-way for freight and munition 
trains. 

The only American transportation 
office remaining open In Victoria 
throughout the war was the Great 
Northern.

CRYSTAL PALACE IS 
NEW SIMM PUN 


Retail Merchants Hear of 
Scheme Far Excelling 
• Aidermanic Proposals' 


The latest stadium plan for the de¬ 
velopment of the Idle property at the 
rear of the Empress Hotel, supersed¬ 
ing and excelling In its elaborateness 
the multitude of schemes that have 
been launched by opposing aldermen, 
public bodies and sporting men and 
organisations, was born last night at 
the meeting of the retail section of 
the Board of Trade. 

A structure modelled broadly on 
the lines of the Crystal Palace, Lon¬ 
don. was advocated by Alfred Car¬ 
michael and the Idea was supported 
by members of the Board. 

"Has it ever occurred to you what 
a pleasure It would be to sit or play 
behind glass on a clear winter day 
such as we have been experiencing 
during the last few days, not only In 
the winter but also in the cool of sum¬ 
mer evenings when it is not possible 
to alt in comfort out of doors, and do 
you not think that a building con¬ 
structed on the lines suggested by the 
Crystal Palace in London would be 
a great attraction ?*’ asked Mr. Car¬ 
michael. 

What People Could Do 

"In this building there could be 
provided different forms of healthful 
recreations and entertainment which 
would appeal to the different Inclina¬ 
tions of our visitors. What could be 
more delightful than to sit on a clear 
but cold November day in a beautiful 
garden under glass partaking of light 
refreshments to the music of a gnod 
orchestra or band? Forms of enter¬ 
tainment such as a municipal the¬ 
atre and dancing pavilion, swimming 
baths, aquarium, etc., could be made 
part of the general scheme; also an 
auditorium or convention hall, of 
which I will speak later. I think the 
vacant land at the back of the Em¬ 
press Hotel is much more suitable 
for such a scheme as above than for 
a baseball stadium, which at the best 
only provides entertainment for one 
section of the community and will 
not contribute to any extent to the 
entertainment of visitors. 

Might Cost $1,000,000 

A scheme such as I have outlined 
might take 81.000.000 to carry out, 
but 1 believe it would do more than 
any otber proposal considered to ad¬ 
vertise Victoria as the pleasure city 
of the North Pacific, with the result 
that we would have crowds of win¬ 
ter as well as summer.visitors; ho¬ 
tels would be full, first class apart¬ 
ment bouses would spring up and 
realty values would be increased 
something like 88.000.000 In a few 
years, and a period of steady expan¬ 
sion would be guaranteed to the city. 
Do not throw thle proposal out of 
your minds as chimerical. Give it 
consideration, and enlarge your vi¬ 
sion of Victoria’s possibilities.’* 

Never Been in Salt Water. 

C. W. Dixon endorsed the idea of a 
huge winter garden . with music, 
dancing, concerts and salt water 
swimming baths to give visitors 
something to do. 

'‘Many people from the Pr&lrlss 
have never been in salt water, he 
said. 

Gilbert D. Christie told of his 900 
mile motor trip through Washington 
last summer, declaring that the*roads 
here were far superior to those on the 
ether side. 

"Why the Malahat Is a billiard 
table compared with some of the 
roads we encountered," he laid. 

Mr. Christie asserted that Beacon 
Bill was not the proper place to have 
% islting motorists camping out at 
r.ight, and suggested Cordova Bay. 
He said the City Council should'do 
something to provide a motorists 
camping ground before next summer, 
because it was a great attraction to 
visitors. % 

% Wants 8aanieh Irrigated. 

Henry Callow advocated an Irriga¬ 
tion system for Gordon Head, which 
he said could be Installed Tor $60,000, 
and could be paid for in two years 
by the Increased production It would 
result in. 

"Victoria lacks intensive co-oper- 
etion on the part of her people more 
than anything else,” said J. L. Beck¬ 
with. "We have here more people 
who lack Interest In public welfare 
than in any other place. Our ad¬ 
vantages In living here are so great 
that people are satisfied, and don't 
give a hang. Our good people are 
not alive to the issue. We have got 
to have something in Victoria to get 
people stirred up and behind things 
for the city's welfare.” 

"It Is a mistake to take the view 
that direct purchases in stores by 
tourists is the only indication of the 
advantage of the tourist trade," said 
Mr. Carmichael. "Transportation 
companies, hotels and garages depend 
greatly for their prosperity on the 
tourist. These visitors are large pur¬ 
chasers of commodities, creating and 
maintaining business in which the 
retailer, as well as the wholesaler, 
shares. 

Not Simply Beauty Gazer. 

"It is therefore much to the ad¬ 
vantage of the business men of Vic¬ 
toria to encourage and back up to the 
limit of their power our own Victoria 
and Island Development Association 
and also through our Government the 
Pacific Northwest Tourist Associa¬ 
tion. 

"When we have got the tourist here 
how are we going to keep him? This 
all important question Is now receiv¬ 
ing a small part of the attention It 
deserves. 

"We must remember that the aver¬ 
age tourist is not one who can sit 
day after day gazing at beautiful 
vistas of Island-dotted > seas, blue 
mountains and the delightful land¬ 
scapes of Saanich or Metchosin. The 
average tourist is a much more pro¬ 
saic person, whose enjoyment must 


come from outside himself: In other 
words he has got to be entertained. 
This Is specially true in the winter 
season when one’s diversion must to 
a great extent be sought for indoors. 

Mr. Carmichael said that if only ten 
families came here and settled 
through the efforts of the Victoria 
and Island Development Association 
all the money spent on that organiza¬ 
tion would have been justified, so 
great if the value to the community 
of the settlement of one family in it.

The wanton taking of Mrs. Sim¬ 
mons’ life, especially in view of the 
fact that she was the mother of two 
young children, has aroused consid¬ 
erable sympathy for the bereaved 
family. Mrs. Simmons had been 
practically hounded by Morgan for 
the past two or three months. He per¬ 
sisted In offering his love and could 
not understand why the lady con¬ 
tinued to side-track all his efforts.

Little is known of Morgan in this 
city. At tides found bj the police 
show that the man had a serious ten- 1 
deney tt wards religion. A P-lblp whlcn 
had been presented to him before he 
left the Old Country was amongst his 
belongings. It contained the familiar | 
passages of scripture usually placed 
In Bibles given by fond parents to 
their sons on departing for the New 
World. They included: "God Is our 
Refuge and Strength and a very pres¬ 
ent help In the time of trouble”; "De¬ 
part from evil and do good and dwell 
for evermore" and "Hark on the 
Lord. Be of good courage and he 
shall strengthen they heart; wait on 
the Lord." 

In a notebook which the man had* 
kept were references to various pas¬ 
sages of scripture, also many chap¬ 
ters from Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, 
Chronicles and the Psalms. 

Brooded Over Love. 

It Is quite evident that Morgan 
brooded over his attempted love- 
making with Mrs. Slmmonda. In his 
note book are peculiar jottings, which 
might be made by a man when in 
serious thought. Some of the notes 
are "beloved because.” "particularly 
dangerous," "marriage certificate." 
"send me a picture," "I will be 
happy,’* and many odd words. An 
unfinished letter contained the in¬ 
formation that Morgan had been 
working for the Canadian-Explos¬ 
ives at Jaines Island, and that for a 
time he was employed in making 
nitro-glycerlna Three receipts Tor 
money-orders. aggregating $160, 
were found made payable to Mrs. 
Bella Morgan, of Fifes hi re. Scotland, 
who is believed to be hla mother. 

Morgan came from the Old Iaod, 
and was about thirty-two years of 
age. He was employed as a miner In 
England. In this country he had 
been working as a laborer, and lived 
in a cabin on Johnson Street He 
was a stalwart man, standing six 
feet one and one-half inches In height 
and weighing 200 pounds. 

Mrs. Simmons was thirty-three 
years of age, and resided with her 
husband over the London Cafe, of 
which Mr. Simmons is the proprietor. 
Besides the husband two children, a 
girl of five years and a boy of three 
years, survive her. 

The bodies were removed to the 
B. C. Funeral Parlors after Dr. 
Stainer, the coooner had visited the 
London Cafe. An Inquest Is being 
held this afternoon.

shortage is greatly relieved locally. 

Dir Sugar. 

Ottawa, Nov. 28—That there Is 
small prospect of a restoration of the 
price of sugar to pre-war figures for 
a long time to come is made apparent 
by the information in tiie hands of the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. 
Accerding to figures compiled by the 
Sugar Beet Growers* Society of Great 
Britain, received here, there are about 
fifty fewer sugar factories in opera¬ 
tion in Germany than in 1918. The 
urea under sugar beets In Germany 
has declined by twenty per cent., 
while' crops are greatly below the 
former average. 

In Francs. 

In France the war’s damage to the 
sugar beet growing Industry has been 
on a much larger scale. Before the 
war there were 260 factories turning 
out 1,000,000 tons of sugar annually. 
Of this about three-quarters was con¬ 
sumed in France, the remainder be¬ 
ing exported. The German invaders 
destroyed 160 factories and to-day 
the production of France is less than 
160,000 tons a year. 

As the result of these conditions In 
Europe, the world’s sugar supply has 
fallen below the demand and will con¬ 
tinue to be below it for some time. 
In Great Britain an effort is being 
made to meet the situation by in¬ 
creased production of sugar beets and 
manufacture of sugar.

Nine Firemen Were Slightly

Baltimore, Md.. Nov. 28. — The 
group of buildings formerly occupied 
by Johns Hopkins University and 
about a score of other structures In 
the square bounded by Howard, Ross, 
Monument and Eutaw Streets, were 
either destroyed or wrecked by flro 
early to-day, entailing a losa roughly 
estimated at 31,000,000. The blase 
started In McCoy Hall of the Hop¬ 
kins group from an undetermined 
cause. An explosion followed almost 
Instantly and heavy explosions oc¬ 
curred in the building from time to 
time. 

Nine firemen were injured, but 
none seriously. 

McCoy Hall had been used recently 
as a welfare building and previously 
as the headquarters of the chemical 
welfare service of the army. 

A high wind swept the sparks half 
a mile away to the centre of the city, 
and hundreds of men were sent to 
the roofs and department stores to 
stamp out Incipient flames.

Moore waa 
counted out by the referee, but the 
crowd was diaatlafled with the de¬ 
cision. Safro re-entered the ring 
and In the tenth round knocked 
Moore through the ropes just aa the 
bell rang. 

AN ANCIENT LAW. 

A decision which depended on a 
law 1,400 years old was given by 
Judge Gwynne James at the Bath 
County Court recently. He had to 
rule whether or not the owner of bees 
which leave their hive and swarm 
some distance away is entitled to re¬ 
gard them as his property. 

James Batstone, of Fairfield P^k, 
Bath, claimed £9 from Herbert Hum¬ 
ming. a neighbor, this being the value 
of a swarm which defendant was 
alleged to have seized. 

The Judge said It had been clear 
for hundreds of years, under a law 
laid down by the Emperor Justinian, 
that a swarm of beea belonged to a 
man as long aa they were in hts eight 
and could easily be pursued. Other¬ 
wise they became the property of the 
first person who saw them. The 
swarm in question had not been In 
the owner's sight when it flew from 
the hive. 

To-day the law was Just as It waa 
hundreds of years ago, and he gave 
judgment for defendant—The Dally 
Chronicle. 


AT RUSSELL TRIAL 


Hearing of Russell at Winni¬ 
peg on Conspiracy Charge 
Proceeds 


Winnipeg. Nov. 28.—Crown Coun¬ 
sel A. J. Andrews. K. C„ concluded 
his address to the Jury In the trial of 
Robert B. Russell, one of the eight 
etrlke leaders here charged with 
seditious conspiracy, and the first 
witness to give evidence, F; E. Lan- 
dale, stepped into the witness box 
this morning. Landale, a member of 
the Law Society practicing at Elgin, 
Man., acted as an Intelligence officer 
during the period in which the alleged 
conspiracy was carried on. His evi¬ 
dence connected the accused, Rus¬ 
sell, Aid. John Queen. George Arm¬ 
strong, Rev. William Ivens and F. J. 
Dixon, M. P. P., with the meeting 
held In the Walker Theatre here on 
December 22, 1918, from which as the 
result of a resolution carried by the 
meeting, greetings were sent to the 
Soviet Government of Russia. 

8tood Aside. 

Because of an objection by Robert 
Cassidy. K. C.. that the evidence of 
this witness on another meeting held 
In the Majestic Theatre, under the 
auspices of the Socialist Party of 
Canada, was irrelevant, the witness 
was ordered to stand aside until 
called for. 

The second witness was F. G. 
Perry, court reporter of Fernie, B. 
C., who was engaged to make an offi¬ 
cial shorthand report of the Western 
Canada Labor Conference March IS, 
14 and 16, at Calgary. The typewrit¬ 
ten report of the entire proceedings 
including a list of the delegates, was 
put In by counsel for tire crown with¬ 
out objection from the defence. The 
accused was present at this conven¬ 
tion, said the witness. 

JOINER NOW A BISHOP. 

A public presentation Is be made 
In Manchester at an early date to 
Bishop Hanlon, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Teos, who this year cele¬ 
brates his silver Jubilee as a bishop. 
Bishop Hanlon was born In Man¬ 
chester in 1862, and as a young man 
was employed as a carpenter by a 
Manchester firm of cabinetmakers. 
He left the carpenter's bench to take 
up missionary work, and as a re¬ 
sult of good work among the natlvee 
of Uganda was In 1894 appointed 
titular Bishop of Teos.

Coal Shortage Is Aggravated 
by More Severe 
Weather 


Chicago. Nov. 28.—A blanket of 
snow ranging from a fraction of an 
inch to two feet to-day covered most 
of the Ufclted States west of the 
Mississippi River and extended as far 
east as Toledo, Ohio, with low tem¬ 
peratures prevailing. 

South of the snow belt heavy rains 
fell and floods swept the lowlands 
bordering the Salt and Agua Eria 
rivers In Arizona, with possible loss 
of life. 

Moderation to-day was forecast 
only for the Panhandle region of 

Texas. 

The weather rendered more critical 
the fuel situation brought about by 
the twenty-eight days' strike of 
bituminous coal miners. In many 
small cities and towns the coal short¬ 
age was acute. Moderation of the 
cold wave by tO-morrow, however, 
was forecast.

Gardner, governor of Missouri, that 
he would call a conference of Gov¬ 
ernors of coal-producing states un¬ 
less the Government acted to-day, at¬ 
tracted Interest.

RAPID HULL CLEANING. 

The scarcity of shipping and the 1 
transport arrears which have to be 
caught up in every part of the world 
make it imperative to reduce to a 
minimum the time during which ves¬ 
sels are ouf of commission. Hither¬ 
to the cleaning of a ship's hull has 
necessitated dry-docking, with all its 
attendant delay and expanses. In the 
Port of London the cost of dry-dock¬ 
ing a 7,000-ton steamer is £185 for 
one day, apart from the cost of clean¬ 
ing, which Is generally done by hand. 
The perfection of the submersible 
electric motor In Great Britain has, 
however, led to the successful de¬ 
velopment of a means of cleaning 
hulls while afloat The machine 
used consists of a revolving cylin¬ 
drical brush, driven by a submersible 
electric motor which also operates a 
screw propeller, the function of which 
Is to forto the brush firmly against 
the hull. Power is supplied to the 
motor from an electric generating 
set on a barge which also carries a 
crane lowering the machine to Its 
work. It Is calcualtsd that the hull 
of a 7,000-ton steamer could thus be 
cleaned In about sight hours, with 
the services of four men only to op¬ 
erate the plant and the brags. The 
process can go on while the vessel is 
discharging, coaling or loading; and 
ah the barge carries powerful electric 
lights the work can be done, If neces¬ 
sary, at night. Apart from the sav¬ 
ing in the expense and time of clean¬ 
ing, this British invention will lead 
to Increased speed and lower coal 
consumption, as there will be no need 
to put off the process of cleaning 
until an opportunity for dry-docking 
occurs. Demonstrations of the pro¬ 
cess In various British harbors were 
proved to be successful by subse¬ 
quent examination of the hulls In 
dry-dock.

Attorney-General Announces 
Amendment to B. C. Pro¬ 
hibition Act 


Vancouver, Nov. 29. — An¬ 
nouncement was made here to¬ 
day by Attorn*\y-General Parris 
that at the next session of the 
Legislature, an amendment to 
the British Columbia Prohibition 

Act will be presented to reduce the 
maximum amount of liquor that can 
legally be sold at any one time to 
any one person through Government 
dispensaries from two quarts to 
eight ounces. This regulation, he said, 
would be tried for six months, at 
the end of which time the Govern¬ 
ment would submit a referendum to 
the people, in C whlch they would be 
asked to say if they were in favor of 
eight-ounce regulation, or whether In 
favor of the sale of liquor In quanti¬ 
ties up to one quart through the 
Government llquffr stores.
